ENDS^ERY SOON 


REVIEW OF HIS WORK FOR TWO 


YEARS PAST. 


HE HAS HAD MANY PRISONERS 


Five Hundred and Sixty-Eight Entries 


on the Jail Ledger, with 


Guests' Names. 


When the dinner hour arrives at 


the county Jail on Monday, January 
D. 1903, Turnkey George M. Itca will 
deal out to all ot the 
compulsory 


guests of the law their rations, fur- 
nished by the county to Us prisoners. 
He will then, as the sun crosses the 
moon raerldan, turn over the fceys of 
tho building to his successor, and the 
authority of Sheriff George M. Apple- 
by will have been established. 
Tho 


remains of the meal will bo gathered 
up by tho new Jailer. 


In like manner Sheriff. Royal 
J. 


Maltpress assumed control on Jan- 
uary 7, 1900, having been elected suc- 
cessor of Sheriff William H. Appleby, 
tho brother of the incumbent-elect. 
At the same time G. M. Ilea began 
to exercise the duties of turnkey and 
Jailer at tho county bastile. 


During tho past two years, 508 en- 


tries have been made on tho Jail reg- 
ister. 
There Is still time for the list 


to be largely augmented. 
This does 


not signify that 5CS different 
law 


breakers or suspects have 
lodged 


within the bars of tho brick building 
on the bank of Rock river, at tho foot 
of a Park place. Several of tho names 
have appeared over and over again, 
especlaly those "drunks" who havo 
been brought up on Monday mornings 
before Judge 
Flfleld, the regularity 


of their trips to the municipal court 
being broken oly by tho periods dur- 
ing which they have

In 1902 there were 
nearly flfty more drunks than there 
were In the first year of tho pres- 
ent administration.

ple. larceny, which Is next en the list 
for frequency, fell off from eighty-one 
to twenty-one. 


In the past two years no one has 


served a continued term of more than 
three and a half months, although of 
tho old reliables could boast of an 
aggregate exceeding that period. The1 
longest sentence of confinement 
In 


the county Jail passed within that 
time was for four months, given about 
three weeks ago. and will not be com- 
pleted under tho present officials. 
These flve hundred-odd men were 


committed to jail by tho 
following 


Juges and police officers: C. L. Flfleld, 
E F Carpenter, Wallace Cochrane.Pat 
Fanning. Chief Hogan. R J. Maltpress, 
Jesse Earle. D. F. Dunwlddle, J. W. 
Sale, of Janesvllle, J. R. Dooth of Be- 
loit; H. S. Cronkrite. \V311iam Jones 
of Clinton; B. S. Hoxey of Evans- 
vllle and E. H. Smith of Edgerton. 
Of these Judge Flfleld has by far the 
largest number. 
Twice during the past summor.for 


a week at a time tho Iron rooms of 
tho jail havo been without occupants. 
Mr. Rea attributes this- In largo part 
to tho growing dislike which hoboes 
have regarded the Maltpress hotel. 
The rules regarding the use of 
to- 


bacco by "vags" have been strictly 
enforced, and the men kept cut of 
their cells during tho day time. 


Under the former regime tho men 


wero allowed to smoke and 
chew, 


were given papers to read 
and 
In 


short were given all the comforts of 
homo 
During the day time 
they 


would sleep In their cells and at night 
owl about. Indulging In all manner of 
merriment. 
Jailer Rea hat rigor- 


ously lived up to the letter of tho law, 
and the cards and pipes have gone. 
During the day they arc locked into 
the corridor, away from their cells, 
and are not allowed to stretch 
out 


for any naps during tho waking hours. 
When night comes they sleep. 


"You can always spot the old jail 
bird" said Mr. Rea. 
Ho hardly gets 


hero before he begins to kick. Noth- 
ing 
goes to suit him. 
Waldorf-As 
torla food wouldn't be good 
enough 


for him. and If he doesn't like the way 
things are run he doesn't hesitate to 
say so. 


We give them bread; syrup 
and 


coffee for breakfast; bread, 
syrup 


and tea for supper; and for 
dinner 


they get a good square meal of meat 
potatoes and bread that Is 
substan- 
tial enough for a man to live on with- 
out anything else. 
But they don't 


like It. and they don't Ilko 
to be 


without tobacco and cards, so 
they 


steer clear of the place they used to 
like to come to. 


Thirty-eight of tho men and boys 


committed at tho jail were taken over 
the road to the state penitentiary at 
Waupun, the reform school at Green 
Bay. or the Industrial school at Wan- 
kesba. 
Two men were held here un- 


til authorities from Marlon, 
Iowa, 


came for them. 
Tho entries on the register are tab- 


ulated below, tho number of 
men 


committed on each charge being giv- 
en. tho number for each year being 
given as well as the total during the 
Maltpress 
administration. 
Under 


the head of "miscellaneous" tire In- 
cluded those offenses of which there 
were only single cases. 
This 
In- 


cludes felling liquor to a man on the 
black list, trespass, and other charges. 
It must be remembered that the list 
below gives the enterics and not the 
Individual cases. 
According to the 


table there are three entries of "em- 
bezzlement" but they all refer to the 
same case.

Magazine Notes 


OCHER DEPOSITS OF 
GEORGIA 


INVESTIGATED. 


The United States Geological Survey 


studies their occurence and char- 
acter. 
Methods of manu- 


facturing the pigment. 


The extensive deposits of ocher 


found In the vicinity of Parkersvllle, 
Georgia, have been visited during the 
last season by Mr. E. C. Eckel of the 
United States Geoliglcal Survey, for 
the purpose of studying the geollglcal 
conditions of their occurrence 
and 
: tl.e utilization of tho material. 


As mined, the ocher contains con- 
sl.Ierable sandy material which would 
Injure Its quality as a pigment. 
To 


remove these impurities It Is disinte- 
grated In a "log-washer." and is car- 
ried by water through a long series of 
troughs. 
During its passage most of 


the sand Is deposited, only tho finer 
grains of ocher remaining In suspen- 
sion. 
On Issuing from the troughs, 


the water still carrying the flno ochcr 
Is led to settling tanks and tho fine 
material Is slowly deposited. 
The 


water is then drained off and the och- 
cr la left as a flne mud at the bottom 
of the tank. 
This ocherous mud Is 


dried and pulverized, when It Is ready 
fcr market. 


The origin of these deposits has 


been discussed by Dr. G. \\'. Hayes of 
the Geological Survey, who considers 
that the ocher bodies represent re- 
placements of the qiiartzltes by which 
they are surrounded, silica 
having 


Leon dlsclvcil and iron deposited by 
percolating waters.

The much 
discussed 
Municipal 


League, was launched last Friday even 
Ing under favorable auspices. 
The 


men connected with It are not school 
boys, but they are business .and pro- 
fessional men, who are Intensely In- 
terested In the welfare of the city. 


The organization Is strictly 
non- 


partisan, and if there Is any religion 
connected with It. It Is tho broadest 
and 
most liberal sort. 
Reforms 


•which It will attempt to accomplish, 
are not along the line of temperance. 
or morals, except so far as the lat- 
ter effect the business Interests of 
the city. 


It U. strictly speaking, a tax pay- 


ers organization, called Into 
exist 


cncc by a spontaneous determination 
to establish and maintain a 
more 


• wholesome and economical city gov- 


ernment. 


The president, Mr. Parker, stated 


the thing In a nutshell, when he said 
that the city was simply a large cor- 
poration, and that every taxpayer was 
a stockholder. 


He advanced the very sensible ar 


gument that a corporation handling 
annually about $120,000 of sleek-hold- 
ers money, should so Ueep Its accounts 
that all Interested parties could be ad- 
vised of how the money was expend- 
ed. 


Plain, common sense business mcth< 


ods Is the watchword of the organ' 
izatlon. and It Is so Intensely prnc 
tlcal that It must appeal to every in- 
telligent^ taxpayer. 


There"" Is no membership fee, and 


any man can have his name present- 
ed by handing It to any member of 
tho league. 
The executive commit- 


tee is composed of five republicans 
and flvo democrats, -which is. a suf- 
ficient guarantee • that politics -will 
not interfere with earnest work.

in good municipal government should

able about It, and k has everything 
to reccommend it.

liminary work ,'of the league, but a 
large majority .favored the plan sug- 
gested by Mr.'-George 
•which was to call upon 


Sutherland, 
tho council 


for a detailed 'statement of the cost 
of the new City Hall, and tho expense 
of operating the stone crusher plant. 


The argument,-was used that 
In 


the face of so, much criticism, that 
the council would be glad to furnish 
the desired information, and publish 
as -well, an itemised statement of. 
future expenditures. 


The league !s;set a civic federation 


composed of men of tho "holler than 
thou" stripe.

thing in the way of radical reform 
except . along''business lines.

"I will ho In consultation with a man 


thoroughly versed In the coal situa- 
tion," said Mr. Hamlln, "and I shall 
take him to Chicago to help me. This 
work belongs properly to tho railroad 
and warehouse- commission, but the 
members have not scon fit to act, and 
now that I am In It 1 shall go to the 
bottom In search of the alleged con- 
spiracy whereby coal Is held hack to 
create an artificial shortage and an 
advance in prices.

They said they had been compelled to 
dump n great deal of coal on tho 
ground, and that they had orders for 
It but were unable to move It." 


Dealers Deny Responsibility. 


Tho attorney general probably will 


investigate the workings of the Coal 
Dealers' Association of Illinois and 
Wisconsin, which has Its headquarters 
In the Monadnock building, Chicago.. 
Delos Hull, who has yards In Chicago | 
and Austin, Is Its president. Mr. Hull 
declared, when Interviewed In Chi- 
cago, that the association was not re- 
sponsible for the present situation. 


"Our association has only one thing 


to accomplish, and that Is to force the 
coal operators to supply the retail 
trade through the retail dealers." said 
Mr. Hull. "Nearly every large concern 
buys direct from the mines, and the 
operators took to supplying small con- 
sumers In the same way. We had to 
get together to save ourselves, from 
being wiped out.

"The promise we had that receipts

Commends the Connecticut and Louis- 


iana and Gives It as His Opinion 
That More of This Class of. Vessels 
Should Be Built. 


Washington, Dec. 2'J.—Hear Admiral 


John Crlttenden Watson, In discussing 
the increase of the navy, said: "We 
have reached out to the other side of 
the globe, and unless It be the Intent 
of the nation, which I strongly doubt, 
to willingly submit to humiliation, we 
have certainly got to provide for what 
the future, through our widened In- 
terests, will surely bring. 
The safest 


and the surest meiinn of reaching that 
state of preparedness Is by building 
as rapidly as possible a naval force 
equal to our coming needs. Personal- 
ly I should like Congress to give us at 
least six heavy fighting craft at this 
session, and four of them I should 
elect to be battleships of the typo of 
our Connecticut. 


Speed Not Everything. 


"I think too much stress is laid upon 


the item of speed in armored cruisers, 
and 1 do not think their logical em- 
ployment Is that of scouts for the bat- 
tle fleet. A much cheaper and more 
efficient'style of craft can be designed 
for that purpose, pure and simple, and 
I heartily advocate putting the differ- 
ence in the true elements of the fight- 
Ing line—that is, the big, heavily ar- 
mored battleships. I think our naval 
constructors have evolved a remark- 
ably flne order of craft In the battle- 
ships Connecticut ana Louisiana, and 
I think Congress will do wisely In 
authorizing the construction 
of ten 


more between now and the end of the 
next five years."
